“All substances are prohibited or the extremities above the hoof of any Tennessee Walking Horse or racking horse while 
being shown, exhibited, or offered for sale at any horse show, horse exhibition, or horse sale or auction, except lubricants 
such as glycerine, petrolatum, an 1 mineral oil, or mixtures thereof....” 

Steve Heitmiller entered, for the jurpose of showing or exhibiting, the horse, “Limestone Lucky,” in the 7* Annual 
Petersburg Lions Club Tennesset Walking Horse Show in Petersburg, Tennessee, which tested positive for Benzocaine, 
Isopropyl Myristate, Lidocaine, and multiple glycols.
